ICKES HALTS RAIL DELIVERY 
OF AUTO GAS IN THIS' AREA 


Missouri. and Illinois Among 20 States Af- 
fected by Move to Free 5000 to 7000 - 
Tank Cars for East. 


WASHINGTON, Aug: 21 (AP).— 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Harold 
Ickes today prohibited railroad de- 
livery of automobile gasoline in 20 
states in the Middle West and 
Southwest in a move to release 
5000 to 7000 tank cars for supplying 
the East. The order is effective 
next Monday. , 

The states brought under the 
ban were Missouri, Illinois, Texas, 
Louisiana, . Mississippi, Alabama, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, North Dakota and 
South Dakota: ; 

Deputy co-ordinator. Ralph K. 
Davies said it “remains to . be 
seen” whether rationing of petro- 
leum. would be made necessary in 
those states as a result of the 
order.

QUIT ENGAGING IN 


Asserts Their 


Enemies — Says He 
Should Announce Gov- 
ernment Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
Declaring heads of some Govern- 
ment agencies were talking too 
much, President Roosevelt today 
directed all Government adminis- 
trators to refrain from public de- 
bate of controversial questions of 
policy and stop criticising each 
other in such controversies. 


r Roosevelt said such airing of di- 


vergent opinions in the public 
press were. being seized on and ex- 
ploited by enemies of the United 
Nations. In identical letters to the 
heads of each department and 
agency, the President said: | 

“In dealing with the many com- 
plex wat problems which we face 
today it is unavoidable that there 
be wide differences of opinion be- 
tween agencies of the Federal 
Government — opinions sincerely 
and honestly held. However, too 
often in recent months 


~ 


either on inadequate inf * 
or on failure to appreciate the 
aspects of a complex subject which 
is — * partially within their juris- 
Says It Confuses Public. 
“This is inadvisable at any time. 
But in times of war it is particu- 
larly contrary. to public policy, It 
contributes only to the corifusion 
of the public, which naturally does 
not know what to believe on an 
involved issue when it gets differ- 
ent stories on successive days from 
officials of equal standing, though 
not necessarily of equal undeér- 
standing. 3 
“Such divergencies, especially 
when coupled, as they often are, 


‘with express or implied criticisms 


of other officials are a direct and 
serious handicap to the prosecu- 
tiom of the war. Officials divert 
to quarrels with each other the 
time and-energy they ought to be 
devoting to fighting the enemy. 
The people, confused by these .con- 
tradictory voices, are apt to ob- 
tain the false impression. that the 
Government as a whole is uncer- 
tain as to its objectives and gen-

TOKYO (From Japanese Baoad- 
casts), Aug. 21 (AP)—A Japanese 
communique reported today that 
some 200 American troops effected 
a landing at dawn, Aug. 17, on 


Makin Island, at the northern tip’ 


of the Gilbert Islands, but were 
“repulsed completely.” 

(In Washington, the Navy De- 
partment said “any comment on 
the Japanese reports of operations 
at Makin Island will be made by 
the Commander-in-chief of the Pa- 
cific Fleet”—Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz. The Navy refused to am- 
plify its statement.) 

The Japanese communique fol- 
lows: 

“The Japanese garrison on Ma- 
kin Island at the northern tip of 
the former British-owned Gilbert 
Islands, in spite of their numerical 
inferiority, repulsed completely 
some 200 American troops who ef- 
fected a landing at dawn on the 
island Aug. 17.” 

The communique. was issued by 
imperial headquarters. 

The Gilbert Islands were occu- 
pied by Japanese forces at the out- 
set of the war in the Pacific, 

(The Gilbert Islands are on the 
equator 2400 miles southwest of 
the Hawaiian Islands. They are ar 
cluster of 16 small islands with an 
area in all of 166 square miles. 

(Makin island itself is north of 
the equator and about 1100 miles 
northeast of the Solomon Islands

have to stand up in courts of law 
in countries. they now are oppress- 
ing and answer for their acts. 

Asked at his press conference 
wnether he could commit the peo- 
ple of ravaged countries to acting 
through courts of law once “they 
got a chance” at their oppressors, 
Roosevelt admitted probably he 
could not do so, but said he was 
expressing a hope that - judicial 
processes would prevail. 

Roosevelt said he had heard of 
pleas. from the oppressed nations 
to give them one week at their 
subjugators, but that he did not 
approve.

With the smoke of battle lifted 
from ruined Dieppe, the natural 
surge of enthusiasm over the Com- 
mando assault on the most 
strongly guarded point of ‘Nazi 
coast has given way to sober rea- 
soning. But even in the cold light 
of facts and figures Britons re- 
garded Wednesday as a day of 
Allied triumph—as a victory on 
the field itself, as a help to Soviet 
Russia, as a step forward in the 
whole master plan of the United 
Nations. 

The German high command, 
meanwhile said 2095 prisoners had 
been captured in the Dieppe at- 
tack, 617 of them wounded. Pre- 
liminary Nazi accounts had listed 
the number of prisoners at 1500. 
Berlin asserted 117 British planes 
were shot down instead of 112 as 
originally reported, and that 35 
German planes were lost. 

British List Dieppe Results. 

A British report summarizing the 
Dieppe raid called it a “successful 
demonstration of co-ordination of 
all three services”—land, sea and 
air. Although the official announce- 
ment labeled the attack merely a 
“reconnaissance in force,” it said 
the raid had a “vital part” in Al- 
lied policy, Here was its profit and 
loss account: —

Ninety-one German planes defi- 
nitely .destroyed with “about 
twice that number probably de- 
stroyed or damaged” or about 275 
planes in all.

“Fairly large number” of land- 
ing craft destroyed. 

The loss of all the unspecified 
number of tanks put ashore 
which the attackers had been or- 
dered to blow up before re-em- 
barkation. 

Heavy casualties although 
there still was no official figure 
on the attackers’ numbers or 
their ratio of losses. The com- 
munique called it simply “a large 
military force.” 

Big Blow to Nazi Air Force. 

The outcome surpassed the ob- 
jectives set forth in the announce- 


- ment: “The testing by an offensive 


on a larger scale than previously 
of defenses of what is known to be 
a heavily defended section of the 
coast, destruction of German bat- 
teries, of a radio location station 
... Destruction of German military 
personnel and equipment and the 
taking of prisoners. ..." 

The air triumph, generally re- 
garded as the biggest of all the suc- 
cesses, was the outcome of an un- 
planned battle. Thus, in a Royal 
Air Force-made crisis, British ob- 
servers said, the Germans lost 
more than one-third of their op- 
erational aircraft in the West in 
one day and now must divert 
bombers and fighters from the 


‘Russian front. - 


” Evidence that the Nazis were hit 
a staggering blow to their bomber 
strength. as well as their fighter 
forces was the feeble counter- 
punch over Britain the last two 
nights. | 

The only appearance of hostile 
planes last night was over the 
south coast, the British said, and 
only a few attacked, briefly, caus- 
ing but slight damage. One was re- 
ported shot down. 

Two Nazi planes bombed and ma- 
chine-gunned the streets of a small 
southeast coast town at noon to- 
day, hitting a theater and some 
other buildings. A number of 
casualties resulted. 

Review of Dieppe Operation. 

An informed British air observ- 
er said the Germans’ air command 
was caught napping Wednesday 
and had to meet hundreds of 
R.A.F. fighters at first with 50 
Messerschmitts “which were swept 
away like flies.” Later, he said, 
they called in every plane they 
could get from the Low Countries 
and put 400 into the air. Many of 
these, however, never were able 
to penetrate thé Allied air cordon 
and either were turned away or 
shot down. | 

The British communique last 
night, reviewing the Dieppe assault, 
called the air battle one of the 
greatest of the war. — 

“Reports now received from 
force commanders . . . show that 
as a combined operation the raid 
was a successful demonstration of 
co-ordination of all three services,” 
the communique said.

Land on Six Beaches. 
“The troops were landed on all 
six beaches selected at the time 
laid down. Aircraft covered these 
landings as arranged and then con- 
tinued to cover the ships and men 
throughout operations.

Heavy Cover by Aircraft. 
“Throughout the landing, exten- 
sive air cover for both ships and 
landing forces was provided by 
aircraft from all operational com- 
mands of the R. A, F., from the 
United States Army Air Force, the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, the 
Royal New Zealand Air Force and 
Polish, Czech, Norwegian, Belgian 
and Fighting French squadrons. 
“While the principal objective of 
the air operations was to give sup- 
port to the landing and cover to 
the forces during the land engage- 
ment and to naval craft, there in 
fact developed one of the greatest 
air battles of the war. 

“Although fhis air battle had not 
been planned as one of the objec- 
tives of the operation, the Ger- 
mans were forced to call up air- 
craft reinforcements from _ all 
parts of occupied France, Holland 
and Belgium. Many of these enemy 
aircraft were engaged before they 
ever reached the area of opera- 
tions, large formations being 
broken up and dispersed, particu- 
larly over the mouth of the Somme. 
“Throughout the operation the 
naval forces were under heavy air 
attack and land artillery bombard- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt discussed, at his 
préss conference today, Wendell 
Willkie’s forthcoming mission to 
the Far East and Russia, explain- 
ing that his 1940 Republican oppo- 
nent was going as his personal 
representaitve to tell heads of gov- 
ernment in Syria, Palestine, Iran 
and Iraq as well as the Soviet 
Union the truth about American 
production. He said that too often 
they got a distorted impression 
from news dispatches and enemy 
propaganda which stressed minor 
interferences with the flow of war 
production. 

Labor Disputes Distorted. 
The President said that over- 
emphasis on strikes, which actually 
had had an infinitesimal effect on 
production, had given some neutral 
governments the impression that 
our war production was not as 
good as it really was, British labor 
men had come in to him, he said, 
speaking of the terrible strikes 
and the shutdowns and what they 
had done to production. 

This impression had come about, 
according to the President, through 
a disproportionate exposition of 
the news of labor differences. The 
enemy makes use of this, the 
President told reporters, to try to 
convince neutrals that American 
production is not good. If 10 men 
walk out that is front-page news 
for the propaganda newspapers in 
German-occupied countries. 

It will be one of Willkie’s tasks, 
the President told reporters, to tell 
the truth in the course of his quick 
swing through the Near East and 


to Moscow. He will bear letters 


from President Roosevelt to Joseph 
Stalin and the other heads of state: 
Stalin already has beén informed 
of Willkie’s visit and is expecting 
him, according to the President. 
To Return About Oct. 15. 

Willkie will return about Oct. 15 
and report to the White House. 
Willkie will also point out to the 
governments he visits the differ- 
ences between what an Axis vic- 
tory would mean and what a vic- 
tory by the United Nations would 
mean.

Roosevelt Has ‘No Worthwhile 
Comment’ on Rejection of Mead 


Adopts Phrase of Robert Patterson Which

Attorney General John J. Bennett 
Jr. Specifically, he was asked how 
he thought this would affect the 
election in November.

Grinning, the President said h 
had had a suspicion that some one 
would ask such a question, and 
that, therefore, he had had an an- 
swer ready. He picked up today’s 
New York Herald Tribune from 
his desk and, by way of answer, 
read from Mark Sullivan’s syndi- 
cated column, 

Sullivan, in his column, had dis- 
cussed a press conference held yes- 
terday by Under Secretary of War 
Roebrt P. Patterson, praising Pat- 
terson for saying, in reply to an 
inquiry, that he had “no worth- 
while commeént.” 

“If Mr. Patterson has no copy- 


sight on those four short words, 


‘Had no worthwhile comment’,” the 
President read from Sullivan’s col- 
umn, “they could be advanta- 
geously used by some other Wash- 
ington officials who face press 
conferences, If all officials were 
as immune as the impassive Mr.

CIO GROUP IN WPB 


LAYS SHORTAGES 
10 DOLLAR MEN 


Tells Chairman Nelson 
That War Effort Is 


Being Paralyzed by In- 


efficient Planning. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
Blaming “certain dollar-a-year 
men” of the War Production Board 
for shortages of critical war ma- 
terials, CIO members of the WBP 
Labor Advisory Committee called 
on Chairman Donald M. Nelson 
today for their dismissal. 

As WPB officials disclosed that 
Nelson had directed a review of 
personnel] and elimination of execu- 
tives considered unsuited to their 
jobs, the advisory committee’s 
three CIO members made public a 
resolution protesting that the war 
effort was “being paralyzed” as a 
result of inefficient planning. 


The petition was signed by Clin- 
ton Golden, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the United Steel Workers; 
John Green, president of the CIO 
International Union of Marine and 
Shipbuilding Workers; and Walter 
Reuther, vice-president of the Unit- 
ed Automobile and Aircraft Work- 
ers. 

“Every effort to expand steel pro- 
duction facilities and to plan for 
maximum utilization of present 
steel production facilities,” the res- 
olution said, “has been blocked by 
vested interests in the steel indus- 
try that have been given aid and 
comfort by certain dollar-a-year 
men in important positions in the 
iron and steel branch of the WPB.” 

Urging dismissal of other execu- 
tives who, the resolution said, “are 
responsible for similar shortages in 
their respective divisions,” the 
group appealed to Nelson to rein- 
state Frederick I. Libbey, engineer- 
ing consultant, who was discharged 
Wednesday. 

Libbey, the CIO committee mem- 
bers said, “was fired for telling 
the truth” In a report “exposing 
the failure of the dollar-a-year 
WPB iron-steel branch men.” 

Board officials, however, said the 
engineer was discharged for dis- 
cussing a confidential report on 
iron and steel operations with out- 
siders and for other personnel rea- 
sons. 

WPB officials who declined to 
be quoted by name said that Nel- 
gon’s order for a general house- 
cleaning as a part of his “get 
tough” policy brought reports that 
resignations or dismissals in vari- 
ous branches of WPB were immi- 
nent. 

There was indication, too, the 
sources said, that Nelson was plan- 
ning a showdown with the armed 
services on priority powers within 
the next 36 hours.. He was expect- 
ed, they added, to re-emphasize full 
control over his priority power and 
repudiate any claim of the armed 
services to “veto power” enabling 
the Army-Navy Munitions Board to 
prevent WPB from granting super- 
priority rating to civilian users.

Whether the Captain, Lamont T. 
Clark of Lake Mahopac, is alive is 
not known. If the letter, which 
somehow reached his attorney, is 
admitted to probate, it would dis-

RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug. 21 
(AP).—The Ministry of War an- 
nounced today that 169 offi- 
cers and men were lost in the 
sinking of the Baependy, the Ita- 
giba and the Araraquara, while 88 
are known to have been saved. 

The destruction of the three 
ships and three other vessels by 
Axis submarines was announced 
this week. i : 

Sinking of another Axis subma- 
rine off the Brazilian coast — the 
third reported destroyed in those 
waters this week— was credited 
unofficially to United States war- 
planes operating from somewhere 
in Brazil. 

Dispatches from Fortaleza, on 
the northern side. of the Brazilian 
“budge,” said the submarine was 
attacked and sent to the bottom 
by bombers piloted by a Capt. 
Tauney and a Lieut. Dante, but 
gave no other details. 

Reports of the sinking came as 
President Getulio Vargas an- 
nounced that henceforth all Bri- 
zilian merchantmen moving 
through the usual sea lanes would 
be convoyed by the Navy and 
Air Force in co-operation with 
United States naval and air units. 

Vargas made his announcement 
to 8000 members of the Maritime 
Workers Front, massed outside 
Guanabara Palace, promising them 
“co-ordinated efforts will assure 
non-repition of the acts of aggres- 
sion of which we have been the 
victims.” 

In Buenos Aires both houses of 
the Argentine congress observed a 
one-minute silence in tribute to 
Brazilians whoh ave been lost in 
the attacks, and speakers con- 
demned unrestricted ‘ submarine 
warfare. 

With the exception of Chile, 
which has protested to Germany 
over the Brazilian sinkings, Ar- 
gentina is the only American na- 
tion maintaining relations with the 
Axis. 

The latest officially disclosed 
ship sinkings put at 438 the Asso- 
ciated Press tabulation of an- 
nounced Allied and: neutral war- 
time merchant losses in the West- 
ern Atlantic area.

“The Hitlerites abandoned on the 
field hundreds of killed, officers 
and men,” it reported. “More than 
20 German tanks, many guns, ma- 
chine guns and trucks were de- 
stroyed.” 

Local fighting persisted on the 
Leningrad front. Counterattack- 
ing Red Army troops were report- 
ed to have forced a river crossing 
to dislodge the Germans from a 
settlement.

~ AWANGFENG CITY 


Japanese Had Developed 
It Into One of Their 
‘ Most Powerful Kiangsi 
Strongholds. 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
An official Chinese military report 
today said Chinese forces had re- 

Kwangfeng, which the 
Japanese had developed into one 
of their most powerful strongholds 
in Kiangsi Province. 

It was stated the recapture had 
dispelled the threat of the first 
overland invasion of Fukien Prov- 
ince. 

The Chinese were said to have 
retaken the city yesterday morn- 
ing after by-passing it in the 
Kiangsi campaign in which they 
have recaptured Kweiki, Shangjao 
and other points to wrest from the 
Japanese the control of a 60-mile 
stretch of the Eastern Kiangsi 
railroad, 

These developments, combined 
with the recapture of Wenchow 
port in Southeastern Chekiang 
Province, mark a definite turn in 
the battle of Eastern China which 
began 13 weeks ago, Chin uar- 
ters said. The Japanese primary 
objective had been to remove the 
menace of air bases within range 
of Tokyo. 

Kweiki was retaken Wednesday 
afternoon and the walled city of 
Shangjao that same night, field 
dispatches said. 

Because of the Japanese failure 
to send counterattacking reinforce- 
ments into the Wenchow area, 
some observers here believed the 
Japanese might be withdrawing 
their troops from Southeastern 
China preparatory to a strike at 
Siberian Russia.

VOTE MADE BY U.S. 


CIO Union Asked to Hold} 
Up Action Over WLB 
Rejection of Demand 
for Wage Increase. 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
Government officials tried today to 
head off a strike vote by the CIO 
Aluminum Workers. of America 
over the War Labor Board's rejec- 
tion of a demand for a general 
dollar-a-day wage increase in the 
industry. ; 

A conference of 20 local union 
representatives from seven big 
plants of the Aluminum Co. of 
America, employing 32,000 workers, 
is to convene for a third meeting 
this afternoon. 

It is expected to consider form- 
ally the plea of Charles R. Ward, 
commissioner of the Conciliation 
Division of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, that no fur- 
ther strike steps be taken until he 
has explored the possibilities of a 
settlement. 

Ward's request came after Lieut. 
Col. George E. Strong of the Army 
Air Forces had described the acute 
danger of a work stoppage in 
aluminum. 

“This nation cannot wage a win- 
ning fight against the Axis ar- 
rayed against us if we are deprived 
of adequate air power,” he told the 
union men. “We certainly cannot 
have adequate air power if there 
is an interruption to aluminum 
supply.” ;

That compared with a cost- 
of-living increase of 15 per cent 
in the same period, the report said. 

The board in the recent “little 
steel” case set a “wage yardstick” 
permitting a 15 per cent increase 
between January, 1941, and May, 
1942, to offset the living cost boost. 

Labor Members Dissented. 

The opinions stated the way had 
been left open for the three CIO 
unions to rectify any possible in- 
equalities or sub-standard rates by 
ccollective bargaining. The four 
labor members of the board dis- 
sented from the wage decision, as- 
serting the board’s majority did 
not apply its wage stabilization for- 
mula “in a just and equitable man- 
ner.”

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ARMY, NAVY TO SHARE 
ISEOFWARPLAT 


Admiral Foote, on Inspection 
Trip Here, Gets Ideas 
for Other Factories. 


Plans for the Army and-Navy to 
co-operate in the use of war plants 
manufacturing bombs and optical 
equipment in St. Louis were dis- 
cussed today by Rear Admiral 
Percy W. Foote, inspector of naval 
materials, Houston, Tex., and Col. 
Merle H. Davis, chief of the 
Army's St. Louis Ordnance Dis- 
trict, 


Concluding an inspection tour of 
the East and Midwest, Admiral 
Foote told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that, during his six-hour 
visit to St. Louis, he had learned 
a new method of bomb production 
which would greatly expedite the 
production of bombs in his inspec- 
tion area. This area includes 
Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
Louisiana and overlaps the south- 
ern portion of the St. Louis Ord- 
nance District. 

The Army and the Navy, he 
pointed out, frequently have war 
contracts in the same plants, or 
one of these services. may have 
contracts. in plants that are not 
being used to capacity. The con- 
ference with Col. Davis, he said, 
cleared the way for either the 
Army or the Navy to use excess 
plant capacity and it settled sev- 
eral production problems common 
to both services. 

The majority of the plants con- 
cerned in the discussion, Col. Davis 
said, are south of St. Louis, but, 
in a brief inspection trip to a war 
plant here, Admiral Foote learned 
of a process in the manufacture of 
Army bombs that will be very 
helpful to the Navy. 

Optical instruments inspected by 
Admiral Foote on his tour are 
“the best in the world,” he said, 
adding: “I saw a range finder that 
was practically without error in 
estimating a distance of 40,000 
yards.” | 

Admiral Foote, who retired from 
active duty in 1936 because of age 
limitation, was recalled to service 
in May, 1941. During the World 
War he was an aid to Secretary of 
the Navy Josephus Daniels, and 
following hig retirement, he was 
chief of the Pennsylvania Motor 
Patrol under Gov. George H. Earle. 
He resides at Chapel Hill, N. C.

No argument is required to dem- 
onstrate the difficulties involved in 
computing, for each employe at 
each pay period, the amount of 


income to be subjected to collec- 
tion at source under this plan. 
Furthermore, the withholding is 
limited to wage and salary in- 
comes, although all of the argu- 
ments presented to prove the ad- 
vantage of paying income tax out 
of current income apply with 
equal’ force to dividends, interest 
and other forms of income re- 
ceipts. The plan for dealing with 
individuals in business and with 
rent income is most objectionable 
Those persons are to be required to 
y a first installment of tax 
equal to 10 per cent of surtax 
net income plus one-fourth of the 
balance of the tax after deducting 
such 10 per cent. In the illustra- 
tive case given to clarify this for- 
mula, a total tax of $324 would 
involve a first installment payment 
of $216. 


Substitute Plan. 

Since the ice has been broken, 
it igs of the greatest importance 
that the withholding tax be intro- 
duced -on the soundest basis pos- 
sible. It must involve a minimum 
of effort on the part of withhold- 
ing agents. It must also achieve 
the maximum of convenience to 
the taxpayer. The following plan 
is ‘offered as a substitute for that 
contained in the House bill: ~ 

1. The present normal tax on in- 
dividual incomes shduld be con- 
verted into a tax at source. The 
obvious date for such a conversion 
would now be Jan. 1, 1943. 

2. As this conversion becomes 
effective, the liability of individ- 
uals to pay normal tax on 1942 
incomes should be cancelled. 

3. The new normal tax should be 
a tax on individual gross income. 
The attempt to maintain an ap- 
proximate net income basis for tax 
withholding will.destroy and dis- 
credit the principal because of the 
labor and expense which will en- 
sue, both for employers and for 
the Treasury. 

4. There should be no exemption 
of income from withholding, except 
in the-casées in. which the total an- 
nual income is less than some 
stated minimum. This minimum 
could be as low as $600 for single 
persons or $1200 for married per- 
sons. A notch adjustment would 
prevent the tax from reducing in- 
comes slightly above these minima 
to levels below them. 

5. Self-employed persons must 
act as their own withholding 
agents. The basis of normal tax 
in such cases would be the total 
salary, drawing account or other 
income received from or taken out 
of the business, trade or profes- 
sion by the owner.

Both of these features of the 
foregoing plan are essential for the 
following reasons: 


1, There is an urgent need for 
revenue. The customary allowance 
of a personal credit to any taxpay- 
er, regardless of his total income, 
removes from the tax base an 
enormous slice of the national in- 
come. The only correct and effec- 
tive way to broaden the tax base 
is to eliminate the personal credit, 
except as it becomes a minimum 
standard by which to determine 
whether or not to tax at all, 


2. The use of taxation as a curb 
on inflation requires that it be ap- 
plied to all income which is other- 
wise destined for consumption 
spending. Inflation ig universal in 
its effect and any succegsful re- 
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Surtax net. income shotild be the} 
gross income actually received (i. 
e,, total income less tax withheld at 
source), reduced by the customary 
statutory deductions. The level of 
surtax net income at which sur- 
tax rates should first apply should 
be determined with due regard to 
the rate of normal tax. It would be 
both proper and necessary to antici- 
pate a rate of normal tax well 
above the previous 4 per cent rate, 
since the actual burden of such a 
tax will be materially less under 
the withholding principle than it 
would be under the existing method 
of collection.

Whole Story Not Told. 

It is a pity, as far as the cause 
of the United Nations is concerned, 
that the whole story of the Dieppe 
assault cannot be fold except in 
the most general terms and in dra- 
matic, personal-experience manner. 
It is certainly unfortunate for the 
British public that London news- 
papers, with few exceptions, took 
their customary glamorous view of 
the situation and gave the impres- 
sion that everything was fine and 
dandy. 

Certain facts bear revelation and 
careful examination by everybody 
who is interested in a _ second 
front. 

1. The material damage caused 
by the force, according ‘to British 
communiques, included the de- 
struction of one six-inch battery, 
one radio location station, an anti- 
aircraft battery, and an ammuni- 
tion dump. Some destruction un- 
doubtedly was caused in the town 
by demolition parties. 

. German resistance was fierce 
and sustained and survived heavy 
bombardments from sea and air. 
The Nazis unquestionably man- 
aged to move up heavy reinforce- 
ments within an hour or two of 
the attack on the Dieppe water- 
front. From the.look of things 
the Germans were on their toes. 

There was a security reason, for 
raiding Dieppe which cannot be 
disclosed, but which is known to 
several thousand persons. 

3. The R. A. F. scored what must 
be regarded as a remarkable vic- 
tory at less. cost to itself than it 
must have expected: Ninety-one 
German planes were definitely 
downed and many others battered, 
at a cost of only 98 planes to the 
R. A. F., which was operating 70 
miles from its nearest base. If the 
fighter command looked on this as 
a fine opportunity to bring the 
Luftwaffe to battle, it got its wish 
and took full advantage of it. 
Raid Called Experiment. 

The London Times, describing 
the raid as a “symbol and. experi- 
ment,” wrote: 

“It would be folly to believe that 
Hitler’s general system of defense 
has been severely tested by this 
local operation. But it may be 
hoped that the beach defenses in 
this. particular area have been 
smashed and that the degree of ef- 
fort and methods . required to 
pierce them on a large scale in 
the future has been made clear.” 

From the Channel coast I ob- 
served the homeward-bound Com- 
mandos; The fleet returning from 
Dieppe looked like another Spanish 
Armada. .

espionage law has fallen flat. A Federal grand jury, 
after what appears to have been a thorough investi- 
gation of the facts as marshaled by the distingyished 
lawyer, William D. Mitchell, has refused to return 
The case grew out of the publication by the 
Tribune of a story by the Tribune correspondent, 
Stanley Johnston, about the Battle of Midway, in 
which hé pointed out that our forces knew in ad- 
vance of the Japanese plan of attack and in which 
he estimated in detail the makeup and strength of 
the Japanese attacking fleet, 

It was never made altogether clear why the Johns- 
ton article displeased the Navy, If it was accurate, 
it contained no news for the Japs so far as the iden- 
tification of their own forces was concerned. As to 
our knowledge of the Japs’ plans in advance, that 
was evident from the way the Midway forces got 
the jump on them. Anyone could have drawn the 
deduction that some very smart intelligence work 
had preceded the attack. y 

Apparently, the point for the grand jury to con- 
sider was whether or not the Johnston article gave 
the Japs valuable information as to a leak in their 
war plans or as 4o the possession by our Navy of 
some special code of theirs. After Hearing seven 
naval officers and Tribune news men, the jury must 
have concluded the Department of Justice case was 
poorly founded. We say “must have concluded” be- 
cause, at a time like this, it is hard to conceive that 
a Federal grand jury would deal tenderly with any 
newspaper or individual who actually harmed the 
war effort. 

Now that the Tribune is out in the clear, the 
grand jury’s refusal to act gives added color to the 
very nasty assumption that the administration, when 
it began the prosecution, was inspired in part. by 
hatred of the Tribune and its policies. The Tribune 
is easily the most outspoken and implacable jour- 
nalistic foe of the administration in the United 
States; moreover, it has a record ‘of strong anti- 
interventionism before Pearl Harbor. 

With the general philosophy of the Tribune, this 
newspaper sharply and utterly disagrees, but there 
is a suspicion here of the use of the Government's 
legal machinery to intimidate or silence a free news- 
paper. In a democracy, that is not only odious, but 
desperately dangerous. 

It will be recalled that Lord Northcliffe, whose 
journalistic seryices for Britain dufing the First 
World War were nothing short of magnificent, was 
fiercely hated by the pre-Lloyd George dodoes of 
the British Government. In Britain, as here, the 
principle of press freedom is so firmly established 
that Northcliffe was able to go on. But no greater 
tragedy for Britain could be imagined than if North- 
cliffe and the London Times had been throttled by 
the Government it so bitterly—and constructively— 
criticised. | 

Nor do we here imply that Col. McCormick is an- 
other Northcliffe. We are addressing ourselves only 
to the issue: that the freedom of the press in war- 
time, subject, of course, to the necessary checks of 
military censorship, is more vital even than in time 
of peace. Any attempt to throttle it, either directly 
or through oblique devices, must be resisted at all 
costs.. We are giad the Federal grand jury in Chi- 
cago found that the Tribune committed no indictable 
offense; and we are glad there is such an institu- 
tion as the grand jury system to pass upon the ac- 
tions of Government inquisitors. 
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SOMETHING BREWING IN THE DESERT? 

Straws in the wind indicate that something is 
brewing again in the Egyptian desert. Everything 
has been quiet there since crafty Field Marshal Er- 
win Rommel was halted 65 miles west of Alexandria, 
The British did try to dislodge him, of course, but 
failed. Now they have appointed a new commander- 
in-chief for the Middle East. A powerful Axis aerial 
attack Was made last week on 4 big British convoy 
that halted at Malta. There has been conjecture 
that the convoy was intended for an attack on Rom- 
mel’s rear, American troops and supplies have been 
arriving at Cairo in increasing numbers and amounts.. 

Rommel is in a erously close to Alex- 
andria, its naval base, and the Suez Canal. The 
British have no big desert bumper between their 
front lines and Alexandria, as they have had when 
other enemy drives were under way or about to 
start. Rommel has rested, reorganized and been

S the United States Chamber of Com- 

merce going to modify its traditionally 
reactionary .attitude toward labor? 

The chamber’s new president, Eric A. 
Johnston, 45-year-old electrical manufac- 
turer from Spokane, has been putting out 
surprisingly friendly statements about labor 
and has been seeking to promote harmo- 
nious relations with union leaders. 

Johnston is himself a union employer. 
He heads three companies, two of them in 
the electrical field and one in lime produc- 
tion, with factories in Northwestern cities, 
and has signed agreements with 13 unions. 

One of his first moves on coming to 
Washington was to make “courtesy calls” 
on labor leaders and talk over matters on 
which they might have common agreement, 
particularly as related to the war effort. 
The labor chiefs said they were impressed 
by Johnston’s sincerity, and that, while 
they reserved judgment on whether the 
Chamber of Commetce would itself “re- 
form,” they were hopeful that Johnston's 
views might seep down among other leaders 
of the organization. 

In a recent radio broadcast over the 
Mutual network from Chicago, Johnston 
declared: “Never in the recent history of 
the United States have employer-employe 
relations been more congenial. Joint man- 
agement-labor committees are functioning 
in a thousand war production factories, and 
workers and managers are pooling their 
ideas so as to increase production in every 
possible way. 

“Except for sporadic and relatively minor 
work stoppages, American labor is whole- 
héartedly good its pledge not to 
strike for the duration. 

“In Washington, I have talked with na- 
tional leaders and leaders in Government. 
Upon all the great vital issues we are in 

accord. The era of name-calling, 
of bitterness between labor and business, 
and business and Government, is ended in 
the United States.” 
+ . + 


In an article in the current issue of the 
Teamsters’ Journal, Johnston voiced even 
warmer praise of labor’s achievements. 
_“Labor’s contribution to the war effort,” 
he said; “has been little short of miraculous, 
Since Pearl Harbor, work stoppages have 
been insignificant and production has 


jumped by leaps and bounds. 
“In the name of business, I salute the 


workers of America for the magnificent 


job they have done and for the even bigger 
job they are going to do in the critical days 
ahead.” : 


Declaring ‘that his own experience with 
unions “has been entirely satisfactory,” 
Johnston warned that “leaders on both 
sides are overlooking a good bet if they 
fail to use the united action of management 
and labor in the war-production drive as a 
foundation on which to build saner and 
dlier relations for the future.” 

_.fuch friendlier relations, he contended 
in another speech at Baltimore, are abso- 
lutely essential if America is to “win the 
peace,” as well as the war, and stave off 


totalitarianism in this country.

it is a tremendous morale builder 
for the troops and tends to in- 
crease mutual confidence between 
ground and air forces. 

The use as part of a landing 
operation of parachutists and air- 
borne infantry can be worked out 
very nicely on paper, but it takes 
a test of operations in the face of 
the enemy to find out just how ef- 
fectively these arms can be em- 
ployed, and under what conditions 
they are most efficient. 


The effect of naval bombard- 
ment against various types of 
enemy defenses can of course be 
tested to some extent other than 
as part of a landing operation but 
naval gunfire is an essential part 
of the teamwork necessary in land- 
ings, both against shore objectives 
and for anti-aircraft purposes, It 
may be that as a result of experi- 
ments such ag that at Dieppe, 
some form of support by high- 
angle weapons may be worked out. 
The flat projectory of most ships’ 
guns is a handicap in firing 
against fortifications. 


In the last war the British navy 
built a number of monitors for 
close support -of landing opera- 
tions and in this war we may see 
some new type of ship developed 
designed to carry howitzers in or- 
der to deliver high-angle fire 
against shore target. Of special im- 
portance is practice in the quick 
establishment of observation sta- 
tions on shore to direct the fire of 
the ships. 

Probably the most important 
problem of all is that of communi- 
cation, which in the modern sense 
means not only communications 
between headquarters of large 
units, but communications with 
and between every plane and tank 
and armored car and landing 
barge and every small patrol of 
infantry throughout the whole 
zone of action.

HARTFORD, Conn. Aug. 21

The jury left the courtroom 
after hearing a charge by Judge 
‘J. Joseph Smith and the Govern- 
ment’s final summation. 

Judge Smith warned that “pa- 
triotism must not become even in- 
nocently a cloak for injustice.” 

“The case must be decided 
solely on the evidence, In time of 
war patriotic feeling runs high 
and it may be difficult to secure a 
fair trial in an offense of this 
kind. The court must protect the 
rights of the defendart, 

“On the other hand, the jury 
must not be swayed from its duty 
by sympathy or pity for the de- 
fendant or his family.” 

Stressing the rights of the de- 
fendant under the law, the Judge 
said in his 40-minute charge “a 
mere preponderance of the evi- 
dence is not sufficient unless the 
jury is convinced beyond a reason- 
able doubt.”

QUART-SIZED WARNING HORN 
SUPPLEMENTS VICTORY SIREN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
A quart-sized air horn which can 
carry an air raid warning effec- 
tively over an area of one-quarter 


of a square mile has been adopted 
by the Office of Civilian Defense 
as the “V-horn” to supplement the 
big, Victory siren. 

The new horn, operated from an 
ordinary filling station air com- 
pressor tank, requires two ounces 
of steel and about five pounds of 
of cast iron for manufacture but 
it depends on having electricity 
available to compress the air for 
it, therefore it cannot be used, the 
‘OCD said today, as a general sub- 
stitute for the big gasoline-motor 
operated siren. 

The OCD said the new horn was 
chosen after seven months of 
searching and testing “to supple- 
ment and round out a warning 
system based on the Victory 
siren and for use in smaller com- 
munities where the large siren is 
not necessary.” The cost would 
be about $50 and at least one 
manufacturer has asked for pri- 
orities to produce the device. 


PRESIDENT SIGNS BILL ON AID

' JOHN DOE didn’t want to die. He liked life, too. Not 

many months ago he probably was an insurance salesman 

in California, or a voice teacher in Illinois, or a farmer in Iowa. 

He loved his family, He had a girl. He wanted to marry and 

have a home and raise a family. He was like millions of the 

rest of us. He wanted to follow the Yanks and Dodgers, and 

maybe get aa little tight on Saturday night and sing songs in the 

kitchen, root for his football team, go fishing, save his dough 

to buy a house. But now he’s dead. He didn’t owe any more 

to this country than any of the other millions of Americans. 
But he gave it all he had. 
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THE READING of casualty lists is tough going, but they 
should be required reading in this country today. The indus- 
trialist who worries about his profits should be made to read 
them, Death makes percentages seem pretty small. The labor 
leader should be made to read them. He won't be able to think 
so much in terms of hours when eternity stares him in the face, 
The politician should be made to read them. There are no party 
lines in the battleline. When a man faces death for his country 
he doesn’t face it as a Democrat, or as a Republican, or as a 
New Dealer, or as a party man. He faces it as an American. 
The citizen who complains about rationing should be made to 
read the casualty lists. How would he decide if he were given 
the choice between no luxurious living standard and—no to- 
morrow? 
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THOSE WHO SIT around tables and talk big talk on what 
the World of Tomorrow will be like should be made to study the 
casualty lists. For listed on them they would find the names 
of the men who are dying to make possible a World of Today. 


Let beauty and truth and sweetness and light come—but only 
after those who are sworn to destroy such virtues are con- 
quered. The spoken words of men, no matter how beautifully 
said, or the written words of men, no matter how beautifully 
chosen, can never summarize patriotism, loyalty and sacrifice 
as well as the simple lines in a casualty list that reads: Died 


in Action: John Doe.

DIAGNOSIS: What would you readers advise in this situa- 
tion?

HE procession that rolls up and 
T down the streets of that sec- 
tion in South St. Louis known 
as “The Hill,” on Sunday morn- 


ings, is a strange and wonderful 


spectacle. There is a band aft thé 
head of it and a car decorated with 
red, white, and blue crepe paper 
and small American flags, and they 
are followed by anywhere from 
four to seven truck loads of vol- 
uble, excited Italian men, women, 
and children. The signs on the 
sides of the trucks tell you who 
they are. They are members of 
the Lincoln Society, out to collect 
scrap iron, rubber, and rags, and 
they firmly believe in the words 
under the picture of Uncle Sam on 
the signs, “United We Stand.” 

Suddenly the truck leader gives 
the signal that they have reached 
new and uninvestigated territory. 
The trucks come to a stop, the cars 
swing into the curb, a small boy 
runs up the sidewalk screaming, 
“Any scrap iron? Help our Gov- 
ernment,” while men and older 
boys swarm up the steps and into 
the nearest yard. 


“Hello, Joe. You got any scrap 
any place? Look around and see.” 

The man on the porch grins 
sheepishly and repNes in Italian. 
The invaders retort in louder, high- 
er pitched Italian. The hands are 
quicker than the eye, the tongues 
quicker than the ear, and finally 
Joe goes to his basement, pursued 
by the collectors, who come out, 
exultantly carrying a keg of nails, 
an old wash boiler, a tricycle with 
one wheel missing. 


“Gracias, gracias,” they shout 
at the slightly bewildered Joe, as 
the scrap clatters into the back 
of the truck, and they surge over 
into the next yard. 

“Diomo al nostro governo tutto 
quello che possiamo,” one of them 
says fervently. “We give to our 
government all that we possess.” 
To their government the 500 mem- 
bers of the Lincoln Society are 
giving time, money, energy and 
enthusiasm. The degree of their 


patriotism leaves you aglow with 
admiration, the more so when you 


learn that 75 per cent of them are 


not yet naturalized citizens. Most 
of them are studying in citizen- 
ship classes but they are classed 
as “enemy aliens.” 

They are enemy aliens and yet 
they get up at 5 o’clock on Sun- 
day mornings so they can go to 
early mass and then assemble at 
their meeting place at Eleventh 
and Biddle streets by 8:40. They 
are enemy aliens who donate their 
cars and trucks for a day of driv- 
ing around Italian neighborhoods, 
who, if they are musicians, donate 
their talents. They are enemy 


aliens but they have sold $65,000 


worth of war bonds among St. 
Louis Italians. Most of the women 
wear Red Cross service pins, and 
the four we talked to, Mrs. Giu- 
seppe DiMercurio, Mrs. Dominic 
Christador, Mrs. Rosaria Manes- 
calco, and her plumply pretty, 
Americanized df&iughter, Josephine, 
told us proudly that in the first 
two weeks that Italian women or- 
ganized to knit for the Red Cross 
they completed 45 sweaters,

We 
sold war bonds among Italians and 
the older women began knitting 
for the Red.Cross. I thought this 
was my duty, to educate them on 
how they could help.”

Yes, these are enemy aliens,”

Raia, a downtown barber, is one 
of the most excitable of the col- 
lectors and breaks into song fre- 
quently. 

“With catlike tread,” he caroled 
as we drove along.

Perhaps South was led astray by 
North's five heart bid, but if so I 
strongly recommend that he (and 
others of his kind) devote more 
study to the Culbertson 45° no- 
trump convention! The five heart 
bid by North was in no sense a 
raise, or even an acceptance of 
hearts as trump. It was a forced 
response to the four no-trump con- 
ventional bid; that is, North, hav- 
ing no ace and no additional val- 
ues, had to sign off in the lowest 
bid suit. 

My guess is, however, that South 
was not misled by the five-heart 
bid, but that he deliberately se- 
lected hearts as trump because of 
the excellence of his own suit. The 
fact that North had bid and rebid 
spades obviously had little effect 
on South. Surely, as between a 
suit that had been bid twice by 
North and of which South had the 
A-K-x, and another suit which ob- 
viously might be a loser, there was 
no reason for indecision. 

Normally good play by North at 
a six-spade contract would have 
been successful. South’s heart suit 
could have been quickly established 
by two ruffs.
